McWEENY URGES STRONGER LAW 


The violence sone In Chicago’s labor war 
yesterday extended from the downtown dis- 
trict to the Calumet region on the southern 
outskirts of the city.. 

The police of South Chicago and of Ham- 
mond, Ind., began an investigation into what 
they believe to have been a deliberate at- 
tempt by striking section menor their sym- 
pathizers to wreck a passenger train. 

The attempt was discovered just in time 
to prevent what undoubtedly would have 
been a serious accident. 

Late Thursday night a ewitch engine of the 
Chicago, Indiana and Southern railroad jin 
charge of an engineer and fireman slowed up 
just outside of Gibson, Ind., to wait for a 
target signal. While they waited the engi- 
neer saw a pile of something on the track 
ahead. He got out with a lantern and dis- 
covered a pile of ties and old iron on the 
track. The obstruction. immediately wes 
reported and a wrecking crew cleared it 
away. 

Plan to Wreck Passenger. | 

It is believed the ties were piled on the track 
to intercept a southbound passenger train 
which enters Gibson every night about 11 
o'clock. Had not the switch engine hap- 


pened along accidentally, the construction af.

There are about 250 striking maintenance 
of way men in the Calumet region, but this 
ig the first serious plot accredited to them. 
To prevent any further interference with 
trains the Hammond authorities have sworn

authorities some cause for worry. Recently 
all the building contractors there united to 
enforce the *‘ open shop”’ principle. One of 
the strongest advocates of this idea is J. H.

It was embellished with a 
skull and cross bones. Guards have been 
placed around the building and the police are 
keeping a special watch against outbursts of 
violence. 

Fearing violence from a crowd gathered 
along the Western Indiana railroad tracks at 
Eighty-seventh street, a private watchman 
drew a revolver and fired. The crowd, be- 
lieved to have been sympathizers with strik- 
ing maintenance of way men, fied in all direc- 
tions at the sound of the shot. No one was 
hurt. 

Officials of the Brotherhood of Maintenance 
of Way Employés denied that strikers are 
responsible for violence. They said pickets 
along lines of the roads involved succeeded 
during the day in indgecing more than 200 im- 
ported strikebreakers to quit. 

Many strikebreakers complained to Wil- 
liam H. Cruden, chief inspector of employ- 
ment agencies, that employment agents 
charged each man $10 for a job without tell- 
ing them that a strike was on-and that the 
agents refused to refund the money. Mr. 
Cruden promised to make an investigation. 


‘Armed Union Men “Deputy Sheriffs,” 

One probable source of violence was dis- 
covered inadvertently by detectives from As- 
sistant Chief of Police Schuettler’s office. 
Detectives Etchingham and Sloyer, while 
looking for labor sluggers near 232 North 
Clark street, headquarters of a number of 
labor unions, found Joseph D’Andrea, busi- 
ness agent of the Tunnel Miners’ union, 
wearing a deputy sheriff's star and carrying 
a revolver. 

Sheriff Zimmer today will be asked how 
many sluggérs and union business agents are 
employed as deputy sheriffs. 

In answer to questions put to D’ Andrea by 
the detectives he told the officers that he and 
a number of other union men were employed 
by Sheriff Zimmer as deputies. 

Continuing their investigations, the detec- 
tives were told that a number of union bust- 
ness agents, membe?s, and alleged sluggers 
had been wearing deputy sheriff's stars and 
carrying revolvers.

An automobile believed to be one of the 
“pirate care "’ used by sluggers and “ gun 
men” in the building trades war between the 
plumbers and steamfitters made a round of 
various buildings under construction on the 
south side. Bight men wereinthecar. They 
stopped at the new Sinai temple, Forty-sizth 
street and Grand boulevard, and at «a sew 
public school building at Sixty-second street 
and Ingleside avenue. 

“We have had no further reports of ‘ gun 
men’ threatening trouble,” said Chief Mc-

convinced that we need a more stringent law 
covering the carrying of concealed weapons. 
It should be made a felony, instead of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by imprisonment, in- 
stead of by fines ranging from $25 to $200.

IN PENSION PLAN 


Lloyd-George Tells How Do- 
mestic Servants Will Be 
Cared For if Ill. 


GIVES AID TO DOCTORS. 
n ai \ : 


[BY CABLE TO TRE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, May 65. — Chancellor Lioyd- 
George is extremely pleased with the recep- 
tion eccorded his insurance bill which, by 
common congent, is the largest application 
of state socialism ever attempted in any coun- 
try. 

The chancellor hopes, he sald im an in 
terview today, to build 4 measure up to the 
construction of a vital reform affecting the 
life of the entire nation. It ip to be extended 
until [t embraces every section of the work- 
ing population. 

*“* Will domestic servants be included in its 
operation?’ Lioyd-George was asked. 

“They will,” he gaid. “ Each servant will 
have her card, and a sixpence [12 cents] in 
stamps must be affixed to it each week, three 
pence coming from the servant and three 
pence from the employer. When she changes 
places she will take the card with her. 

* She will join one of the approved friendly 
societies, the card standing for her subscrip- 
tion to it, and in case of sickness she will 
receive free doctoring and medicine and a 
sickness allowance of $1.75 a week for the 
first three months and $1.25 a week for the 
next three montha, just Mke any other 
woman. 


Provisions for Married Women. 

“There ie a provision in regard to domestic 
servants and certain other women which I 
ought to have mentioned in my speech. Take 
the case of a servant who marries young. 
When she marries she drops her contribu- 
tions and ceases to receive sick béenefits un- 
less her husband is insured, in which case 
she would, when the occasion arose, receive 
a maternity allowance. 

“ But if she becomes a widow at whatever 
age and resumes work she can instantly re- 
sume her contributions at exactly the same 
rate as when & young woman and she will 
receive the same benefite as before. She 
may be 00, the age at which the friendly so- 
cieties would not accept her under the pres 
ent conditions, but that makes no difference. 
We will accépt her at the same rate ae if 
she wére 16.” 

“Does that apply to domestic servants 
only?” was asked. 


Clerks Aided by Plan. 

“By no means,” answered the chancellor. 
“A typist, 4 shop girl, a restaurant girl, a 
Lancashire factory girl, and all other giris 
under the eame scale all get the same terms. 
Clerks elso will come into the sickness benefit 
scheme. In this respect our system is an 
improvement on the German scheme, for the 
Germans are only at the stage of contempiat- 
ing the inclusion of clerks. 

The chancellor was asked if a chanwoman, 
shoeblack, and hawker come in on the 
echeme. 

“That ie the kind of case that is difficult 
to deal with,” he answered. “ We hope to 
get in a portion of such people, but many of 
them, I am efraid, will have to be excluded, 
Who employs t@m?. Who is to pay the em- 
ployere’ third week? Somebody must. If 
they can do it themselves, well and good, but 
it is to be feared that in many cases they 
cannot. Wherever we can bring them in, 
however, we shall.” 


Plan Will Aid Physicians. 

The chancellor pointed out an Interesting 
indirect effect of the measure. “ The scheme,” 
he said, “certainly will mdke medicine a 
better profession. 1 ingtiired as to the posi- 
tion of @octors throughout the country and 
discovered that some of them are wretchedly 
underpaid. An improvement is required. I 
have the avefage figure per member per 
annum in my mind but have deliberately re- 
frained from mentioning It at nt. 

“ Improve the position of the doctors and 
you improve the genera! health of the coun- 
try, and I want to take the nation more 
healthy than it is. A great mass of the Ill- 
ness which afflicts us and weighs us down is 
easily preventable. It would be a better 
thing to make 4 man healthy than to pay him

WOMEN URGE PLAYGROUND 
FOR “POOR RICH” CHILDREN. 


Nerth Shore Country Club Starts 
Movement in Behalf of Youngsters 
Who Live in $100 Flats. 


The North Shore Country club yesterday 
inaugurated an agitation for playgrounds 
for children of the “ poor rich ” of Chicago. 
The children of the " poor rich ’ are children 
who live in $100 a month flats. Members of 
the club met yesterday In the Mission tea- 
rooms on Sheridan road. 

“We have decided to do something for the 
children who live on Sheridan road and sim!- 
lar streets,”’ said Mrs. Alfred Essendrup. 
“Our plans are not complete, but we are 


going to build a playground somewhere for 


these boys and girls. 

“They need playgrounds. Their parents 
Pay from $50 to $100 a month for their flats, 
but they foérget that the child who lives on 
the fourth floor of a handsome apartment 
bullding has no place to romp. 

“‘ The streets are dangerous, and the boy or 
girl who lives in the congested district is bet- 
ter equipped to meet these dangers. There- 
fore the careful mother keeps her children 
imdoors. 

“ We will call a massmeeting of the ¢itizens 
of this district and insist that a playground 
be established. We want swings and a swim- 
ming pool] and all the other things children 
love. And, first of all, We are goitig to have 
@ sand pile.”

ALIMONY PIE FOR 
PIE MAKER'S WIFE 


Mrs. FE. G. Case Wins Divorce; 
Gets $100,000 Cash, Insur- 
ance and Residence. 


SHE MAY GARNER $200,000, 


Alimony that will amount to not less than 
$100,000 cash, and that may reach $200,000 or 
more, Was awarded Mrs Isabel Case by 
Judge William Fenimore Cooper in the Su- 
perior court yesterday. 

Elmer G. Case, secretary and half owner 
of the Case & Martin Pie company, is to pay 
the first $100,000 of thie alimony if he lives 
twenty years. After twenty years, or after 
Mr. Case's death, if it occurs before that time 
has elapsed, an eastern insurancé company 
is to continue the payments to Mrs. Case at 
the rate of $5.000 a year, payable quarterly 
umtil her death. 

This alimony award not only ts one of 
the largest ever made by a Chicago court 
but also is thought by Attorney William A. 
Vineent to be the first of its kind to be ar- 
ranged here. Attorney Vincent, who repre- 
sented Mrs. Case in her divorce action, per- 
fected the agreement and imcluded tn his 
client’e award the family residence at 3437 
Weet Adams street and the custody of two 
children of the marriage. — 


Children Also Provided For. 

One of the unusual features of the award 
ie that if Mrs. Case dies after Mt. Case and 
before the insurance company has paid her 
twenty annual installments of $6,000 each, 
the balance of the $100,000 will be paid to the 
children in similar installments. In thie way 
both the wife and the children are assured 
an annual income. 

Mr. Case, who lost the @ivorce case when 
two amateur detectives employed by his wife 
ewore that they had trafled him to different 
hotels in the loop with women whom he 
registered as “and wife’ under different 
aliases, is to pay Mre. Case $5,000 a year 
and keep up the payments on the insurance 
policy until its maturity. 

The policy ie what is known as 4 guar- 
anteed income policy. Only in the evént of 
Mrs. Case’s death before $100,000 has been 
paid on it does it becomma policy for that 
amount. If she should live thirty or forty 
or fifty years after Mr. Case the payments 
would continue until herdeath. Ifshéeshould 
die when only $20,000, for Instance, had beer 
paid her, the income paid to her children 
would cease when they or their heire had 
drawn $80,000 more.

TO RESIGN OFFICE 
WITHIN FEW DAYS 


Hurried Conference With Chief 
Advisers May Have Re- 
sulted In This Decision. 


ADMIT GAINS BY REBELS 


Peace Negotiations at El Paso Are 
Held Up Until the President 
Gives His Pledge. 


U. S. WILL KEEP ITS HANDS OFF 


MEXICO CITY, May 5.—The resignation of 
Porfirio Dias as president of Mexico within 
@ short time is regarded as a certainty. 
Should the announcement be made tomorrow, 
or even tonight, it would cause no surprise 
to members of his cabinet. 

No authoritative confirmation of this could 
be obtained, but there appears little doubit 
that President Dias, recognising the serious» 
ness of the situation and responding to the 
popular demand, will retire when order is 
restored. 

At the president's office today no statement 
could be had and the members of the cabi- 
net, realizing he was the only man who could 
give a direct answer to the demands of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero Jr., the revolutionary leader, 
that Diaz should make known publicly bis 
intention to retire, were silent. 


Assert President Is Tl. 

Minister of Foreign Affairs de la Barre 
today was peremptorily summoned‘to the 
Office of the president. On arriving there 
he found Sefior Limantour, minister of 
finance. The three officials were in confer 
ence for hours. 

Immediately afterwards typewritten state- 
ments were {ssued by the foreign office, say- 
ing that the reception to the Chilean minister, 
set for tomorrow, and the banquet, scheduled 
for tomorrow night, had been postponed until 
May 12. The reason for this change of plans 
was given as “ the slight illness of the preal- 
dent.”’ It also was said that the président 
had been forbidden by his physicians to go 
out of doors. 

Since thie statement was issued Gen. Diaz 
is known to have been out riding in his aute- 
mobile. This morning he was apparentiy 
in bis usual health. This, in connection with 
the fact that the conference was held, gives 
rise to the belief that the announcement of 
is intention to resign will not be made before 


tomorrow. 


Corral May Give Trouble. 

In the event of his resignation there will 
be no opposition on the part of the present 
government officials to Sefior de la Barra’s 
incumbency of the presidential post pending 
new elections. 

The question of Vice President Corral’s 
resignation is not so simple. It is knows 
that before leaving for Europe Corral re- 
fused to resign, and since arriving there he 
has reiterated this statement. But this ie 
regarded merely as incidental. 

The offiicals consider the resignation of 
Diaz the oly solution to the trouble Re 
luctantiy they admit the growing strength 
of the rebele and realize that peace is im- 
probable should he antagonize them further. 


MAY ATTACK JUAREZ TODAY. 

El Paso. Tex., May 5—Iit Presicent Diag 
Goes not announce by tomorrow noon his in- 
tention of resigning, an attack on Juarez ag_ 
well as a conclusion of the armistice for the 
Chibuahua district is imminent. 

This was the opinion of insurrecto leaders 
tonight after a twenty-four hOur wait for 
the answer of President Diaz to (he sugges- 
tion made yesterday by Francisco I. Madero 
Jr. through his peace commissioners to 
Judge Carbajal, the federal envoy. 

Gen. Madero tonight was approached by 
ene of the federal go betweens to ascertain 
whether he would consent to an extension of 
the armistice, which expires tomorrow. He 
replied he would answer that question to- 
morrow morning. He said if an extension 

were asked: by the federal government he 
would demand specific reasons before grante 


ing it. 
Plans Upset by Carbajal. 


Judge Carbajal thrust a perplexing note 
into the day’s events by deciaring toat he had 
not officially transmitted the proposition of 
the rebel commissioners. He told the news- 
paper men that he had no authority to re- 
ceive any propositions concerning the Diaz 
resignation, bis instructions covering only 
specific points concerning politica! reforms. 

When told of this Gen. Madero expressed 
the opinion that perhaps Carbajal was not 
willing to acknowledge the submission of the 
Diaz question to the government, 

All the insurrecto chiefs believe the gov- 
ernment is fully cognizant of their demands, 
at any rate through the press, and that the 
delay in the receipt of an answer is due te 
confusion in official circles im Mexico City. 


WASHINGTON “SEES A PERIL. 

Washington, D. C. May 5.—(special.}— 
The revolution in Mexico has passed into 6 
critical stage. The Diaz government is ap 
parently powerless to check the revolt or to 
furnish protection to American or foreign 
interests. Practically the entire country ie 
in revolt against the government, and the 
general conditions in Mexico are much more 
serious than at any time since Francisco L 
Madero, the insurgent leader, raised his 
standard. 

Two Americans have been murdered by 
rebel bandits near Acapulco, where the situa- 
tion is, according to official reports, “ moar 
disquieting and intolerable.” 

According to views of officials of the gov- 
ernment, the present government is likely to 
‘all uniess practically all of the demands of 
the insurgents are granted. The retirement 
of President Diaz seems, according to opinion 
in offictal circles here, to be the only solution 
of the present situation. 

In spite of the critical conditions existing 
ta Mexico, the United States intends to maia- 
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tain its present 1 policy. of peaiviabtenhinns: 
President Taft and Secretary of State Knox | 
are inclined to allow the Mexican government 
every opportunity to reéstablish its author- 
ity, if it is able to do so. 

Although peace conferences are being held 
near Juarez and also with the rebels in the 
states of Guerrero and Morelos, the revolu- 
tlonists are making rapid headway in other 
sections of the country, and practically every 
part of the republic is in revolt to a greater 
oF less degree. 

In the north the hostilities have been sus- 
pended in the state of Chihuahua pending 
the result of the peace conferences now being 
helé near Juarez. From Nuevo Laredo, how- 
ever, Alonzo B. Garrett, the American con- 
sul, has reported that the rebels stopped a 
train near Saltillo and captured 500 rifles and 
#@,000 cartridges. Gen. Trevino, he added, is 
leading a force against Sabinas, a town eight 
miles from Nuevo Laredo. 

Thomas W. Voetter, consul at Saltillo, has 
advised the department that an attack upon 
that city is expected momentarily. Railway 
communication with Mexico City, he added, 
bas been suspended and the rebels are bring- 
fag up their troops by rail. 

East Coast Still Pacific. 

On the east coast the revolt has not made 
Quch headway. W. W. Canada, consul at 
Vera Cruz, says there is a persistent rumor 
prevalent in Ver@ Cruz that an attack upon 
Orizaba is imminent. Clarence A. Miller, 
consul at Tampico, telegraphs that trouble 
is expected there shortly.

| Pioneer Chicago Physician Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease. 


ACTIVE IN THE PROFESSION. 


Had Long Career and Won Distinction 
as an Educator. 


Dr. Isaac Newton Danforth, one of the best 
known of Chicago's older physicians, died 
yesterday at his residence, 2240 West Monroe 
street, after an illness of three weeks. He 
was 75 years old and had been a practitioner 
in Chicago for forty-five years. 

Dr. Danforth was born in 1885 at Barnard, 
Vt., and was graduated from the medical de- 
partment of Dartmouth college in 1862.

Jesse Watson Receiver.

Examination 
so far has brought out the books of the com- 
pany claiming it had stations in Chicago, 
Toledo, Cleveland, Milwaukee, Detroit, and 
Michigan City, Ind Instruments were said 
to have been inetalle? in Milwaukee and 
Chicago and on two steamships of the In- 
diane Transportation company. Service on 
the steamers, according to statements from 
the transportation company’s office in Chi- 
cago, Gwindled last August, but wae carried 
on in @ small way through the remaining 
weeks of the season. The contract has not 
been renewed for this year, however, and 
will not be. 

About four years ago Lee De Forest and 
Samuel E. Darby formed the De Forest 
Radio Telephone company, under the laweof 
New York, with $200,000 authorized capital, 
for the control of patents which De Forest 
claimed to have developed, a wirelees tele- 
phone, ané an improved system of spark- 
lease wireless telegrapby. 


$2,000,000 Company Formed. 

Later on James Dunlop Smith and Roscoe 
Kent, acting with De Forest and Darby, 
formed the Radio Telephone company of 
New Jersey, capitalized at §2,000,000, nomi- 
nally for manufacturing and selling wireless 
instruments said to have been invented by 
De Forest. e 

Then HE. E. Burlingame became associated 
with the promoters, and on his advice was 
formed the Great Lakes fiadio Telephone 
company, under the lawe of Arizona, with 
$1,000,000 capital stock. This brought the 
total to $3,200,000. 

“A large amount of the stock has been 
sold to the public,” says the receiver. “ but 
none of the stations has been operated, no 
money has been earned, and no money re- 
ceived except by the gale of stock. It ap-

Jersey Governor in Kansas City Speech 
Says They Are Remedy = Bipar- 
tisan Deals. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 5.—[Special.]}—Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey was the 
guest of the Knife and Fork club at its ban- 
quet tonight. He spoke on the great po- 
litical changes which are going on in the 


p United States and said the policy of the pro- 


gressive movement is to place again in the 
hands of the people their rights of govern- 
ment. 

Gov. Wileon said that the Republican 
party is more closely allied with the Interests 
than the Democratic party and that the Jat- 
ter party is more in sympathy with the new 
tendencies than the Republican party. Gov. 
Willson is a Democrat. 

But the speaker, aside from this natural 
partisan reference, viewed the situation in 
general along the broader line. 

In this connection he said: 

“There is the notorious operation of the 
bipartisan political machine, willing to enter 
into any combination to control the offices 
of localities and of states and of the nation 
itself. in order to maintain the power of those 
who direct it. 

‘** Among the remedies proposed in recent 
years for this sinister condition have been 
the initiative and referendum in the field of 
legislation and the recall in the field of ad- 
ministration. 

“The recall of judges is amother matter. 
Judges are not lawmakers. They are not 
administrators. Their duty is not to deter- 
mine what the law shall be, but to determine 
what the law is. It is sufficient that the peo- 
ple should have the power to change the law 
when they will.” 

In regard to the privileges of corporations 
Gov. Wilson said: 

** What is necessary in order to rectify the 
whole mass of business of this kind is that 
those who control it should entirely change 
their point of view. They are trustees, not 
masters, of private property.”

There were a dozen heated speeches made 
at the caucus, and with one or two excep 
tions the speakers opposed bitterly any sup- 
port of a constitutional convention so iong as~ 
Cogk county is discriminated against by the 
‘Jown-state territory in the matter of sena- 
torial apportionment. 


Gook County Opposition Strong. 

The senate joint resolution, providing for 
the first step in assembling a constitutional 
convention, comes up as a special order in 
the house on Wednesday morning. The feel- 
ing among the Cook county contingent, as 
indicated by what was said this morning, 
forecasts an almost solid vote against the 
proposition. ' - 

The Cook county crowd have the support 
of certain of the members from neighboring 
districts and substantial backing from at 
least three districts far down in the state. 

It is asserted by Chairman Shanahan that 
at least forty would have been present at 
the caucus had it not been for the absentees 
from.

TILDEN DECISION 
‘TO BE MADE TODAY 


Judge Petit Will Announce 
Whether Packer Must Face 
- _ Helm Committee. 


INQUIRY’S FATE AT STAKE 


Technicalities Advanced by the 
Defendant’s Counsel to 
Defeat Senators. 


Judge Adelor J. Petit will decide this morn- 
ing between Edward Tilden, much indicted 
head of the beef trust, and The People of 
Illinois, represented by the state senate and 
the Helm committee. 

If the decision frees Mr. Tilden from the 
obligation of obeying the subpeena of the 
committee and the warrant of the senate the 
investigation which hes thrown such start- 
ling flashes of ight on the collection of the 
$100,000 Lorimer “' shush fund ” will go into a 
rapid decline. 

If, on the other hand, Judge Petit holds that 
the. senate hase ae right to arrest and bring 
before it a man who disregards the subpoena 
of oneof its committee, theanalyseis by sworn 
evidence of the collection and distribution of 


the $100,000 fund will progrese with fresh 
‘energy until terminated by the adjournment 


of the legislature. 


Forecast Freedom for Pac«er. 

It is generally believed that the delivery 
of the decision this morning means thet Mr: 
Tilden will go free, as it is felt that ff the 
judge were going to remand him into custody 
he would not do it until just before the open- 
ing of the legislative session next week, in 
order to avoid his being kept in custody over 
Sunday and Monday. 

It is probable that George M. Benedict and 
Willlam C. Cummings, Mr. Tilden's subor- 
dinates in his stockyards banks, who havé 
refused to appear before the Helm committee 
or to produce certified copies of their supe 
rior’s bank accounts, will receive the same 
treatment as Mr. Tilden, although Attorney 
John J. Healy, representing the senate, con- 
tended before Judge Petit that their position 
was far more untenable than that of the 
packer. 

During the four days of argument by At- 
torneys Healy and E. Allen Frost for the 
senate and former Judges Nathaniel C. Sears 
and John Barton Payne for the defendants, 
Judge Petit was furnished with ample mate- 
rial on which to base any kind of a decision 
he choosee to write. The stenographic tran- 
script of the proceedings fills 500 typewritten 
pages, and the cases cited are legion. 


Two Theories for Freedom. 

There are two gemeral theories from which 
Judge Petit may choose his grounds for his 
decision if he releases Mr. Tilden. 

The first of these, as advanced by Mr. Sears, 
is that the resolution creating the Helm com- 
mittee is made null and void by the uge of the 
words ‘ general assembly ”’ in one place in 
it instead of “ senate,”’ and that therefore 
the investigations of the Helm committee are 
umconstitutional and all processes issued by 
it of no more effect than waste paper. 

The other is that the particular subpcena 
by which it was sought to secure the attend- 
ance of Mr. Tilden as a witness and to ex- 
amine his books of account In the summer of 
1908 would, if obeyed ot ae have resulted 
in an ‘“‘unreasonable search and seizure,” 
such as is forbiddem by the constitution. 

Other petty technical defects in the pro- 
cedure were suggested, but were ridiculed 
by Attorney Healy, not pressed by Attorney 
Sears, and are expected to be ignored by 
Judge Petit. 


HELM INQUIRY HERE TODAY? 

Springfield, Ill., May 5.—[Special.]—It is re- 
ported in Springfield that the members of the 
Helm committee will hol a special meeting 
in Chicago tomorrow. None of the members 
of the committee are in the capital tonight, 
but it is said that they will all be at the Hotel 
La Balle otmorrow. Their action will de- 
pend, to some extent, on the decision rendered 
by Judge Petit.

LOBBYISTS TAKE FRIGHT. 


Clew Found to Legislator Said to Have 
Demanded $10,000. 


Columbus, O., May 5.—Prosecutor Turner 
today indicated that indictments for perjury 
were probable as a result of evidence given 
before the grand jury in connection with the 
bribery investigation. 

It also was made clear that legislators are 
not alone to be punished for connection 
with bribes, but that lobbyists also will be 
indicted if it is found sufficient testimony 
can be obtained to bring about convictions. 

The intimation was given out that the in- 
vestigation of bribe offers would not be con- 
fined to men who handled the money, but 
those who supplied it—the men “ higher up” 
would not be immune. 


Lobbyists Flee from Capital. 

There are said to be a score of detectivesin 
the city. Many of the well known lobby- 
ists, who have been coming to Columbus for 
years are conspicuous by sheir absence at 
thig time. Some are reported to have left 
the state. 

A clew was taken up today looking to the 
implication of a member of the house in a 
demand for $10,000 to aid in the passage of 
one bill. 

A detective went to Ironton to locate a 
$50 bill. which a member of the assembly 
is said to have had changed in a railway 
ticket office. Such a bill was marked be- 
fore it left the investigator's hands here 
a week ago. 

Toégay’s search, according to a dispatch 
from Ironton, failed to reveal it. However, 
the ticket agent wae served with a subpoena 
for appearance before the grand jury. 

Indicted Men Plead Not Guilty. 

The indicted legislators were arraigned to- 
day. All pleaded not guilty. Judge Kinkead

LONDON, May 5.—English women’s en- 
franchisement took another step toward 
reality todey in the hquse of commons, wiien 
Bir George Kemp's conferring suffrage 
on women possessing what are known as 
household qualifications passed the second 
reading stage by a vote of 255 to 68 and was 
referred to the committee of the whole housa, 


To Drop Militant Tactics Now, 

This ority is greater by fifty-seven 
votes than that given the second reading 
of the bv esttioten woman's suffrage bill ia 
July. Pressure will be brought to bear on 
the cabinet to obtain facilities for the passage 
of the measure. The suffragettes have 
promise@ to abetain from militant tactics 
if the government does not oppose their 
legislation 


The bill provides that married women 
shall not be permitted to vote in the same 
constituency with their husbands, It is cal- 
culated that such legislation would enfraa- 
chise 1 ,Q00, 000 women. 


Antis Petition Acatuet Measure. 

Simultaneously with the introduction of 
the bilf a petition bearing 58,000 signatures, 
of which 31,000 are those of women, and op- 
posing female suffrage, was laid on the table 
of the house. 

The “household qualification” has to do 
with the required occupancy eas owner or 
tenant of a house or a part of a house in 
which the landlord or superior tenant does 
not reside. 


ACCUSED FACES INFORMER 
AT TRIAL OF CAMORRISTS, 


De Gennaro, Charged with Stabbing 
Cuocdolo, Disputes with Abbatemag- 
gio in Courtroom at Viterbo. 


VITERBO, Italy, May 5.—Mariano de Gen- 
naro, who, it is alleged, was the first to attack 
Gennaro Cuoccolo, stabbing him with a dag- 
ger, Was given a chance today to confront his 
accuser, Gennaro Abbatemaggio, at the trial 
of the thirty-six Camorrists. 

As the accuser and accused stood before 
the judge’s Dench Abbatemaggio recited what 
he affirms was the part played by De Gennaro 
in the tragedy at Torre del Greco on the even- 
infg of June 5, 1906. 

** De Gennaro was armed with a dagger and 
also carried a kitchen knife which had been 
taken strreptitiously from the Cuoccolo 
home. This knife was placed in the right 
hand of the dead man to give the impression 
to those who might discover the body that 
Cuoccola had been slain in a duel. 

*““ Whep the assassins, accompanied by the 
unsuspe¢ting Cuoccole, reached the spot se- 
lected for the murder De Gennaro stabbed 
the victim. Then many others stabbed him. 
De Gengaro then went to report to Enrico 
Alfano, while the others proceeded to the 
Cuoceolo residence and murdered Maria 
Cuoccolo.”’ 

De Gennaro denied every incident of the 
story. He questioned the informer, and a 
brother of the prisoner, who was in the audi- 
ence, attempted to interfere and was ejected 
from the courtroom.

Discovers Dentist Safe in Bur- 
lington and Now Seeks 
Explanation. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 5.—{Special.}—Dr. B. 
J. Cigrand of Chicago, former member of the 
library board and editor of the National 
Dental Journal, who lectured yesterday be- 
fore the State Dental society here, isa victim 
of circumstances, including @ telegraph mes- 
sage sent to Mra. Cigrand in Chicago by an 
unknown man last night, foretelling an tilness 
which did not begin until three hours after the 
filing. 

This wee followed by the disappearance 
of Dr. Cigrand after the message wes sent 
until late this afternoon. 

Mre. B. J. Cigrand of Chicago arrived in 
the oclty this morning. Her husband was not 
registered at the Savery hotel, where she had 
been told she would find him Through the 
late morning and early afternoon she 
searched for him unavaiiingly, followed by 
@ retinue of anxious local dentista. 


Dentist Is Found in Burlington. 

Dr. Cigrand was located at Burlington this 
afternoon, where he hed gone on an invita- 
tion, given late last eveming, to deliver an 
address before a district dental meeting “in 
session there. 

A telegram signed “‘C. R. Becker” and ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Cigrand was filed at8 o'clock 
last night. The message stated that her hus- 
hand had been poisoned here today and asked 


Cigrand is known to have received it at 9:15 
Pp. m. 

At 10:30 p. m. Dr. Cigrand, in perfect health 
and spirits, dined at a loca! hotel. It was at 
this time, according to his statement, made 
this afternoon, that he decided to accept the 
invitation to go to Burlington. 

Over the long distance telephone this even- 
ing Dr. Cigrand stated that shortly after 
lunching he was taken ill and believed he was 
poisoned by fish he had eaten. 


Identity of ““Becker” Is Mystery. 

It was discovered C. R. Becker never had 
registered at the Savery and that he wae not 
known by any local dentists. Efforts to 
locate the sender of the message, who antici- 
pated the Chicagoan’s ilmese three hours, 
proved unavailing. 

An invitation to go to Burlington, which 
had been declined, was remembered as an 
incident of the meeting here, and by thieclew 
Mrs. Cigrand got in communication with that 
city. An hour of fruitless telephoning failed 
to locate her husband, who did not arrive 
there until about noon. 

Mrs. Cigrand asserted she had expected 
her husband home this morning or afternoon 
and she received no communication from him 
to correct this impression before she left Des 
Miooines. She and her sister-in-aw, Mrs. P. 
J. Cigrand, left this evening for Burlington 
to join the dentist.

After nearly a year abroad, with a variety 
of experiences, including his rescue from 
sheer starvation by the American consul at 
Paris, Warner Miller, the 19 year old boy of 
Geneva, IL. who went to Burope to study 
music, returned home last night broken in 
health as a result of overstudy. 

Young Miter disappeared from his home 
last spring, and when his father, Jay D. Mil- 
ler, @ well known lawyer, heard from the 
boy he was boarding the Minnehaha for Eng- 
land. The vessel was wrecked off the coast 
of England and the boy had a narrow escape 
from death. Hig only possession was his vio- 
lin, which hé managed to save. The passen- 
gers were taken to London, and from there 
young Miller took passage for Antwerp. 


' Arrested in Belgium. 

When he handed his slender store of money 
bad disappeared and he tried to beg the 
necessities of life But the suspicious Bel- 
gians caused his arrest as a vagrant and he 
was compelled to sell his violin. Then he 
started to walk to Paria When he reached 
the French capital he wae half starved and 
in rags. Young Miller sought the American 
consul and persuaded him to pay for a cable- 
gram to Geneva for money. 

Through correspondence with the American 
consul the father of the ambitious youth was 
persuaded to let the young man study in 
Paris under Prof. Oberdoffer, first violinist 
of the Grand Opera of Paris and one of the 
best known musicians in Europe. 


Will Rest for a Year. 

Mr. Miller Sr. said last night that his son 
would not return to Paris until he had re- 
gained his health. He said physicians had 
advised a sojourn here of at least a year with- 
out much study. Mr. Miller ie well satia- 
fled with the progress made by his son and is 
anxious for him to complete his education :

The drummer whose name is War Scare 
and ‘whose line is Armaments is turning 
towards himself an amount of hostile at- 
tention that means no good for his firm, the 
makers of guns and armor plate. Peace 
advocates are zealous and some are zealots. 
If they successfully can raise the protest 
that military establishments are the result 
of the influence of armament syndicates 
they may interfere mischievously with the 
moderate defense plans of the United States 
government. 

Armament makers in this country have 
been contributory to hysteria at one ex- 
treme, and so far as they have been respon- 
sible for inflaming public sentiment they 
merit the consequences of their acts. A na- 
tion’s military precautions cannot be de- 
vised sanely under the influence of either 
the extreme peace idealist on the one hand 
or the manufacturers who find profit in 
preparations for war on the other. 

The drummer whose name is War Scare 


| has talked his line of goods too much for 


his own advantage in this country aud too 
much for the country’s good, if he has fur- 
nished to the disestablishment advocates the 
argument that a nation puts itself in a de- 
fensible position werely to provide dividends 
for men who gain when their fellows fight. 
The case against the foreign armament 
syudicates is clearer, but it is not conclusive. 
The capitalization of the six great English 
makers of arms and armor is $137,000,000— 


invested in plants which depend on prepara- 


tion for and the making of war for their 
profits. Among the owners of Vickers & 
Maxim, one of these firms, are two dukes, 
two marquises, fifty earls and barons, fif- 
teen baronets, five knights, three members 
of parliament, twenty-one military and 
naval officers. Other companies have a like 
composition and the figures are quoted by 
peace advocates to reveal what an influence 
is exerted to keep Great Britain crowded 
to the edge of an economic breakdown in 
preparation for war. 

Granting the force of this influence, it is 


‘disifigenuous not to consider the fact that 


Great Britain welcomes the international 
arbitration treaty with an ardor little un- 
derstood in America, and that Germany 
has said “No” to proposals even vaguely 
offering the possibility of limitation of naval 
construction: 

A case against the armament syndicate 
may be found in South America, where Bra- 
sil was persuaded to undertake the estab- 
lishment of a modern fleet, only to find itself 
the first victim of their guns, and only to 
force Argentina into a program of duplicat- 
ing or excelling the Brazilian establishment. 

“The unseen empire of finance has two 
rules of action,” says David Starr Jordan 
in a recent letter to the San Francisco Ar- 
gonaut, “to make good its pledges and to 
‘play no favorites’ among its clients. It 
finances Russia and Japan, England and 
Germany alike, and up to the limit the traffic 
will bear. The credit of America is still 
good and this, the most peaceful of all coun- 
tries, without an enemy on earth, so strong, 
so rich, and so isolated as to be above all 
thought of attack, is still the most fertile 
field for war ‘scares.” : 

The isolation of America is afforded by 
two oceans plus battleship fieets.on them. 
A ‘conspiracy which sends the drummer 
War Scare out for business at the risk of 
involving the country in war approaches 
treason. A propaganda which uses that fact 
to influence legislation against proper mili- 
tary precautions may be guided by a large 
humanity, but certainly by a poor patriot- 
ism. 

President Taft, with a knowledge of mili- 
tary necessities and a sincere desire that 
military establishments shall not be used, is 
a conspicuous type of the real friends of 
peace whose efforts advance the cause and 
do not injure it.

C.G, DAWES INDORSES 
‘ALDRICH CURRENCY PLAN. 


Des Moines, Ta., May 5.-Charles G. Dawes 
of Chicago, formerly controller of the cur- 
rency, tonight addressed group 6 of the lowa 
Bankers’ association favoring the Aldrich 
plan. A. J. Earling, president of the Mil- 
waukee railroad, was another Chicagoan 
present. Dawes said in part as follows: 

‘The Aldrich plan for a reserve association 
is designed to secure to the business inter- 
ests of the United States the advantages 
without the \ disadvantages of the central 
bank. The reserve association, since it does 
not accept deposits except from the banks 
and government and does not pay interest on 
deposits nor make loans to the business com- 
munity in competition with the independent 
banks, may be regarded as the agent of our 
present great competitive independent bank- 
ing system through which the latter is en- 
abled to perform certain public services sim- 
ilar to those rendered in Europe through 
central banks. 


~o 

“While providing all the powers for good 
of a central ‘bank, it does not weaken the 
present competitive system, but serves as a 
means by which this system can the. better 
serve the business community. The ad- 
vantages of the reserve association plan over 
the central bank plan may be stated ae fol- 
lows: 

* First—lt fe a development of the present 
independent banking system of the United 
States and not a departure from it. 

** Secend—The reserve association will tend 
to maintain the present system of indepen- 
dent banks and to increase its importance 
instead of lessening It. 

“Third—The fact that the stockholders 
of the reserve association will be the national 
banks insures of necessity proper super- 
vision and conduct of the branches of the 
central reserve association. 

“ Fourth—Because of the distrtbution of 
the stock of the reserve association among 
local banks and the fact that the local banks 
are represented on the boards of the local 
associations and the central reserve associa- 
tion and interested in ite business the associa- 
tion will not be subject in the same degree to 
the demagogic attacks which were the great 
menace to the old central banks and eventual- 
ly destroyed them, to the great damage of 
the country througii resulting financial panic.

“The reserve association plan will secure 
to the country the following benefits: 

“ First—In general it will enable the sys- 
tem of independent banks to exercise col- 
lectively, and therefore more effectively, the 
precautionary measures which each properly 
managed independent bank endedvors for 
the protection of its customers and itself 
to exercise at present, with additiona!] pow- 
ers for the betterment and facilitation of 
general business, possible only through unit- 
ed action. 

“ Second—It will provide an elastic cur- 
rency, consisting of notes of the central! re- 
serve association, which can be secured by 
the local associations through the rediscount 
of commercial bills receivable of short ma- 
turity. 

“ Third—It will provide a delegated power 
with the opportunity to regulate in a gen- 
eral way the expansion and contraction of 
this currency to accord with the necessities 
of business and commerce by alteration of 
the discount rate, and through its sole con- 
trol of the right to make note issues. 


~~o- 

** Fourth—It will provide an opportunity 
for the reserve association to regulate the 
general conditions of banking and commer- 
cial credits in a helpful way by supplying 
credits itself and by checking tendencies 
towards too great a disproportion hetween 
banking credits, and to prevent depletion of 


bank reserves by supplying own notes 
when otherwise the reserves would have to tbe 


paid out, resulting in a rrespondingly 
larger contraction of commercial credits. 

* Fifth—It will have, in these purposes, the 
assistance of governmenta) financial rela- 
tions, and will render the government in fts 
financial administration reciprocal and 
equivalent service for thiz assistance. 

“ Sixth—It wil) provide an opportunity to 
protect, practically, by means of its discount 
rates, the gold holdings of the country from 
exportation, since, by raising rates of inter- 
est, it tends to lessen the incentive for ship- 
ment of gold to. points where higher rates of 
interest prevail. 

“Seventh—It wil mobilize the bank re- 
serves of the country so that they can be used 
at critical times with a power for good im- 
possible under the scattered reserve'system 
now incident to our independent banking 
system; without the power of cotperation 
which the reserve assdciation provides.”

HE art of writing is a wonderful art. 

The man who can write, who knows 

how to say things, can take a subject 

that has become hackneyed, and, by 

his manner of expressing his own point 
of view, iiuminate it until it looks like new. 
I have often spoken of this faculty in Francis 
Gribble. Norman Hapgood has it, Lord Rose- 
berry has it, and so has Archibald Henderson 
of the University of North Carolina, whose 
book on “MARK TWAIN ” is just about to 
be published by the F. A. Stokes company. 
Everybody has written about Mark Twain 
from one point of view or another, but no 
one has gone at the subject in just the way 
Prof. Henderson has, and he has made a 
book for which every lover of Mark Twaih 
will be grateful. In this book he discusses 
the late Mr. Clemens as THE MAN, THE 
HUMORIST, THE WORLD FAMED GEN- 
IUS, PHILOSOPHER, MORALIST, 50- 
CIOLOGIST. Before I began the book I 
opened it at random and my eye fell upon 
this introductory paragraph to the paper, 
headed “ The Man.” 

American literature, indeed I might say Amer- 
fean life, can exhibit no example of supreme suc- 
cess from the humblést beginnings, so signal as 
the example of Mark Twain. Lincoln became 
president of the United States, as did Grant and 
Johnson. But assassination began for Lincoln aa 
apotheosis which has gone to deplorable lengths of 
hero worship and adulation. rant was one of 
the great failures in American public life; and 
JoLmson, brilliant but unstable, narrowly escaped 
impeachment. Mark Twatn enjoys the unique dis- 
tinction of exhibiting a progressive development, 
@ deepening and broadening of forces, a ripening of 
intellectual and spiritual powers from the begin- 
ning to the end of his career. From the standpoint 
of the man of letters, the evolution of Mark Twain 
from a Journeyman printer to a great aithor, from

Now we will go back, or forward, to the 
preface. In this preface Prof. Henderson 
tells us that from the days of his earliest 
childhood his feeling for Mark Twain, de- 
rived first solely from his acquaintance with 
his works, was a feeling of warm, and, as it 
were, personal affection. Before he knew 
Mark Twain personally he felt a strange sort 
of camaraderie with him. Then he met him 
on an ocean voyage and once as & guest at his 
home. At the latter place it was arranged 
that he should write this interpretation of 
the life and work of Mark Twain.

To persons interested in books “ THE RO- 
MANCE OF BOOKSELLING,” by Frank A. 
Mumby (Little) Brown & Oo), will prove 
@ book not only worth reading, but worth 
keeping. It gives us the history of booksell- 
ing from early days down to the present and 
is full of anecdotes and interesting facts. 
There have been histories of bookselling be- 
fore this, but they have not been adequate. 
“No great trade has an obscurer history,” 
says Mr. Birrell in one of his “ Selected Es- 
says.’ ‘‘It seems to lie choked in moun- 
tains of dust which it would be suicidal to 
disturb.” And Carlyle has said, “ ten or- 
dinary histories of kings an¢ courtiers were 
well exchanged against the tenth part of one 
good History of Booksellers.” So Mr. Mum- 
by set himeelf to work to write one good 
history of booksellers, and he has succeed- 
ed in hie task. It is the history of English 
bookselling that he tells. The history of 
American bookselling im the United States 
remains yet to be told. 

It could hardly be expected that the book- 
shops of today would be like the bookshops 
of yesterday. The whole situation is changed. 
There are more books published. There are 
not only more, but thousands more; where- 
as a few hundred in a year in old times 
would have been a great many; it is esti- 
mated that 10,000 volumes are published in 
@ year in these days. No living man or 
woman could get intimate with 10.000 wol- 
umes in a year. but when the output was 
small a book buyer as well as a bookseller 
could know all the books and talk about them 
intelligently. A bookshop was like a literary 
club, the bookseller could discuss the con- 
tents of the latest book with his customer 
and discuss it intelligently. No bookseller 
in the world conld keep up with the number 
of books that are now published. He knows 
a few, as many as he can possibly digest, 
and the others he has to guess at. 

Not only does Mr. Mumby talk about book- 
selling, but about book publishing and book 
writing. He tells us what their authors 
erned by some of the most famous books 
that were ever written, and ft was little 
enough. Goldsmith barely kept himeelf out 
of the debtor's jail. Today he would be liv- 
ing in a duplex apartment and riding around 
in his own automobile. If the ill paid author 
of long ago only knew what his valuation 
would be in times to come he might have 
found some cofsolation. though I admit it 
would not be very substantial. A manu- 
script of one of Goldemith’s plays, or of 
“The Vicar of Wakefiel?"’ would today 
bring more money than “ Poor Noll” ever 
saw. . 

A good story now printed for the first time 
is told at Longman’'s of a lady who called 
there im the early 40s of the last century 
and offered the publisher a sheaf of poetry. 

“My dear madam.”’ said the reigning head of 
the house, Thomas Longman IV., “ft is no good 
bringing me poetry; nobody wants poetry now. 
Bring me a cookery book, and we might come to 
terms." He spoke more in jest than. in earnest. 
but Eliza Action--for that was the Iady—took him 
at his word, and in due course returned with her 
“* Modern Cookery,"’ which was first published 
in 1845, and, brought up to date at various periods, 
has been selling’ merrily ever since. On the 
strength of this success the publisher gratified his 
author’s vanity by publishing a volume of her 
poetry, but while the cookery book went steadily 
through edition after edition the verses fell prac- 
tically unheeded from the press. The. publisher 
had gauged the public taste exactly. 


—~ 
Hatchard’s bookshop, which was founded 
in 1797, is still the most attractive bookshop 
in London. Mr, A. L. Humphreys now pre- 
sides over the fortunes of the Hatchard’s, 


,and, while primarily a bookseller, he’ occa- 


sionally publishes a book, as for instance, 
Lord Rosebery’s ‘‘ Napoleon’’ and ‘“‘ Chat- 
ham,’’ and he @nce in a while indulges his 
clever gift for writing. 

The first Hatchard started in bustness with 
a capital of $25.: Bernard Quaritch, who lald 
the foundation of an equally famous house, 
set up with just twice that amount, saved 
from the salary of $6 a week, which he earned 


while serving in Bohn's shop off Covent | 


garden. Quaritch made his fame as a dealer 
in rare books and his som who bears his 
name, is now in New York, having come over 
from London to pick up bargains, if there 
should happen to be any, at the sale of the 
Hoe library. He has bought books, but I am 
afraid they bave not+been bargains, as the 
prices at this sale have been exceptionally 
high. 

The story is told that when Bohn asked his 


. young clerk where he was going, he told him 


frankly that he meant to set up in opposition 
to his old employer. Bohn laughed. “ Don't 
you know that'I am the first bookseller in 
England?” he asked. “ Yes,” came the reply, 
“ but I am going to be the first bookselier in 
Europe."’

No mention of Quaritch is complete with- 
out some reference to his share in the ad-

A whole chapter might be written on the 
experiences of authors who, for various 
reasons, have tried to be publishers. The 
most conspicuous, and by far the most suc- 
cessful of modern ventures, was Ruskin’s 
experiment, dating from 1871 when he started 
his Arcadian publishing business at Sunny- 
side, Urpington, Kent, Planting it, as one 
of the trade journals sarcastically remarked, 
‘In the middle of a country fleld.” But 
Ruskin had George Allen at his elbow, and 
George Allen had business sense, as well 
as artistic taste. The now flourishing house 
of Allem began in a most uncon ventiona! 
fashion. It was quite a family affair. 

Even Mrs. Allen did her share in those early 
days in coping with the orders which came pour- 
ing in from all parts of the kingdom, sometimes 
working with her husband and children until 2 in 
the morning preparing the coples for distribution. 
A touching tribute to her devotion wae paid by 
Ruskin upon the death of his mother, when, remov. 


ing @ ring from her finger, he handed 
, it on 
gift to Mrs. Allen. be ea

Ruskin’s works were published in a some- 
wLat erratic fashion during his life time, 
but after his death, Mr. Allen took up their 
publication in a more businesslike way, and 
one of the first things he did was to make 
arrangements with an American publisher 
for an American edition, a thing thet Rus- 
kin would never do because he did not like 
America or Americans, but Mr. Allen was 
not 80 prejudiced, and, as I said before, 
he had more businesesense. The Brantwood 
edition of Ruskin, with introduction by Rus- 
kin's chosen friend, Charles Eliot Norton 
of Cambridge, was published in this coun- 
try by Charles E. Merrill & Co.. who still 
publish it, I believe, but there ere many 
pirated editions on the market. Ruskin, 
though writing for ‘‘ the people,”’ published 
his books at such a high price that the peo- 
ple could not afford to buy them, but they 
could smuggle pfrate editions into England, 
and they did. 

Notwithstanding his eccentric way of pub- 
lishing, Ruskin’s proceeds were usually 
greater than many people suppose, ylelding 
a income which averaged as much as $20,000 
@ year during the last fifteen years of his 
life. It was just as well that this was 
so, for, through his unbounded generosity, 
hé gave away the fortune of $1,000,000, which 
he Inherited from his parents, so that he 
was entirely dependent upon the income 
of the proceeds from hie books. |

Ip their 
own country they were much like the Hano- 
yerians in Bngland. As a whole, they had 
solidity and good sense with occasional 
lapses tnto obstinacy. 

Mr. Hodgetts hurries his story toward the 
last. and some of the space he gives to Fred- 
erick IIT. might have been devoted to his 
brilliant son. °

Of the present emperor he says that he has 
inherited artistic gifts and the tactSulnese 
which hie uncle possessed. ‘“ He‘is versa- 
tile, eloquent, sagacious and talented, but 
also diligent, industrious, conscientious, duty 
loving, and above all a soldier,” All the 
talente and virtues thus appear to center in 
him.

Public Cup Condemned 


at Congress of Mothers= 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


Charleston, Ill., May 5.—{Special.}—-The ses- 
sion of the Congress of Illinois Mothers today 
was marked by a condemnation of the public 
drinking cup. Dr. Livingston C. Lord, president 
of the Eastern Illinois State Normal, devoted 
part of his address this afternoon to a plea 
against its use. 

Dr. Lord favored the old method of bring- 
ing up children. 

“ Lots of people,” he said, ‘expect us to do 
in school what ought to be done in the home. 
The old scheme of manual training was the 
best after all. The father may have been a 
heavy taskmaster at times, but even that, is’ 
better than a parent who ts too easy. It is all 
right to be kind to children. It is all wrong 
to allow them to use their parents as a door- 
mat.” 

The Rev. Dr. Frank G. Smith of Chicago 
addressed the congress in the evening. He said 
200,000 children die of starvation annually in 
the United States. He gave for this three 
causes, excessive poverty, excessive indiffer- 
ence, and excessive wealth. 

> 

“Of course,” he explained, “I don’t mean 
that these children die of actual starvation. 
They die of lack of nutrition, neglect, and 
diseases directly resulting from underfeeding. 
That any die of indifference is our fault. That 
still more die of wealth is the fault usually 
of the same ones who cause poverty. 

“The children are a # crifice to the desire 
for money. It is this g:1 ed which cares noth- 
ing for lives that organigations such as this 
must fight and conquer. 

“Perhaps it would be better if such organ!l- 
zations could conduct the entire rearing of 
children of the poor. The need for something 
of the kind is apparent in the fact that eighty- 
one out of every thousand children of the well 
to do classes die in their first year, 173 of the 
laboring class, and_in the purely wretched 
poverty ridden class 500.” 

The congress then listened to committee 
reports that touched on at least a hundred 
subjects—Nbraries, playgrounds, clothing, food, 
music, wages, medical attention, and religion.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Strawberries. 


HE Romans called the strawberry Fra- 
garia. It was a name significant of its 
exquisite perfume, which at its best is as 
dainty and sweet as that of any flower 
that grows. And no bouquet is prettier 

Or sweeter than that of a handful of the 
heavily laden stems of the wild strawberry 
which country children may pick in almost any 
of the regions between the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic zones, on hill or prairie, or on the sides 
of the mountains of Switzerland or even of 
the Himalayas. ae 

Ripe strawberries which have not been 
housed in a cold chest emit the sweetest of 
odors and that former American symbol of 
food perfection, the strawberry shortcake, 
should have a greeting for all the senses, in- 
cluding the esthetic, and not the least for that 
of smell. If there is no odor, no bouquet, mis- 
tress housewife, to your strawberry shortcake, 
it is pretty nearly a failure. 

a 

If there is ever an excuse for cooking the 
strawberry it is when it is white half way 
from its cap to its tip. A box which has half 
of its berries of this eort may well be made 
into delicious sauces for fritters, especially 
those made of rige, and for varipus cereal 
balis or croquettes. One of the famous cook- 
ing téachers cooks such strawberries in 
the chafing dish, and when the* sauce made 
is boiling hot she dips in by teaspoonfuls 


“a simple little dumpling batter made of a cup 


of flour, one-third as much milk, and a large 
teaspoon of baking powder with a little salt. 
She drops these dumplings around the outer 
edge first and then in the center of the cook- 
ing pan covers them tight and cooks them ten 
minutes. Served directly from tne dish they 
have no opportunity to fall. 
- -—- 

The strawberry shortcake, and the pie 
as well, of our grandmother's day was a thing 
of perfection; now too often it is an uninviting, 
dry, stiff, gritty, flavorless, sickly thing, as far 
from nectariferous as a food dainty could pos- 
sibly be. 

One of the reasons for this weak and dis- 
tant imitation of a highly excellent thing is 
that the rolling pin and board are scarcely to 
be found in many kitchen outfits nowadays, 
and when found are seldom used. Both these 
implements are needed to make a real “ short” 
cake, a paste that is mainly flour and shorten- 
ing. This is not to mention the shortcake of 
commerce, which of all the parodies on good 
cooking is the worst. 

Without using the pin and board the loss 
would not be so great if a weil shortened and 
slightly sweetened batter was used instead of 
@ sweet cake. In fact sych a batter may be 
made a close rival of the shortcake. 


i. 

A Batter Shortcake—Two even cups of flour, 
two large teaspoons of baking powder,-a pinch 
of salt, a tablespoon of sugar, a tablespoon 
of cornstarch, one egg, and a cup and a half of 
milk, and four tablespoons of butter. Sift the 
dry ingredients together; with a silver knife 
work the butter into a part of the dry ingredi- 
ents and then into the whole, beat up the égg 
and add to the milk. When all the ingredients 
are stirred together the result will be a thick 
batter which should be baked in a well but- 
tered pan. When done, split with a very hot 
Knife, butter each half slightly, and then ‘put 
between these the berries which have been 
hulled, washed, sliced, and covered with sugar. 
It is not necessary to add the cornstarch to 
the batter, but this makes it of a finer grain, 


without the large air holes that may be in 


cakes made with batters which are simply 
stirred up and not beaten long. This cake, 
like any other, may be covered with whipped 
cream or may be served with the cream sim- 
ply. It is quite good enough to eat without 
cream if the berries have been rightly pre- 
pared and juicy. If the knife is well heated 
the cutting will not injure the cake in the 
slightest. If made in small cakes they can be 


pulled apart.

KNOCKOUT PUNCH 


STOPS KAUFMANN 


“Fireman” Flynn Lands Jolt 
in Tenth Round That Ends 
Fight at Kansas City, 


“HOPE” BADLY PUNISHED. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 5.—With a hard 
right swing to the jaw Jim Flynn of Pueblo, 
Colo., knocked out Al Kaufmann of San 
Franciseo in the tenth round of their fight 
tofiight. 

Never before in his career had Kaufmann 
suffered such punishment as he received to- 
night. Eight times Flynn floored him. Three 
times did the giant Californian take the 
count of nine, and after each knockdown he 
saved himself from an immediate knockout 
by ¢linching his opponent and holding on to 
gain strength, 

When the knockout finally came, a minute 
before the fight was scheduled to end, Kauf- 
mann was a pitiable sight. Blood streamed 
from his left eye, which was closed in the 
third round, and his mouth. His face was 


'a@ mass of bruises. Other than-a badly 


swollen face, due to Kaufmann’s left jabs, 
Flynn apparently was unhurt. 
Flynn Fights Like Bulldog. 

Flynn fought his usual bulldog battle. He 
rushed Kaufmann at every opportunity. 
With lowered head the former fireman 
charged his taller and heavier opponent, 
swinging rights and lefts, which usually 
went home to Kaufmann’s head. Flynn used 
hie left most frequently. He landed at least 
twenty hard swings with this. hand alone. 
Kaufmann was unable to ward off Flynn's 
blows when once he started to rush. 

Kaufmann was siow. He continually 
tried. fo shove Flynn away and make a long 
range battle of the affair. During two rounds, 
the first and the fifth, the Californian got the 
kind of battling he wanted, but then he found 


‘that his left jabs and right swings were not 


strong enough to affect his slugging oppo- 
nent, 

The result never was in doubt after the 
second round. Angry because Kaufmann had 
carried away the honors in the first round, 
Flynn rushed in at the tap of the gong in. 
the sécond ani before the round was a min- 
ute old Kaufmann was groggy trvem aright 
swing to the jaw. It seemed that Flynn 
would knock “ Big Al” out in that ound, 
but Kaufmann had trained faithful'y for tne 
fight and in this and subsequent rounds he 
displayed remarkable recuperative powers. 


Rights to Jaw End Battle. | 
Every knockdown resulted from a right 
swing to the jaw following a fusilade of rights 
and lefts to the head. Rushing Kaufmann 
into close quarters, Flynn hammered him 
until his guard dropped. Then the Pueblo 
pugilist swung his ponderous right. 
Kaufmann took the count for nine in the 
third, ninth, and tenth rounds. He was 
down for two seconds in the fourth, five in the 
seventb, and seven and eight in the tenth, 
Twice during the tenth round Kaufmann 
wes knocked through the ropes. Once; per- 
plexed, Danny Shay, the referee, helped 
Kaufmann back into the ring after the fighter 
had been hebpless for eight seconds. 
Kaufmann was out for fully five minutes 
after Fiynn had been declared the winner. 


Flynn weighed 171 pounds and Kaufmann 


205. Flynn received $1,750 and Kaufmann 
$2,200.

Baseball as Seen by the Japanese. 


By Sutikichi Matsuda, Captain Waseda University Nine. 
(Translated by T. Takimoto.) 

The game of baseball is the gift of the United States to Japan. Only a few years 
ago'we knew nothing of this honorable game. Now the little ones. in the streets of 
Tokio play it. The excitement which attends a game of baseball with us is 60 great 
that for four years now there have been no contests between the team of Waseda and 
the team of Keio, her rival in Tokio. 

Four years ago we had planned a series of three games with Kelo. They wen the 
first game. Waseda won the second. As the time for the thind contest came near 
excitement among the students was growing, stronger and stronger. Students of 
Waseda were ready to do battle with students of Keio. Finally our president decided 


that the game must not take place lest the students should become even more excited 


and somebody be killed. 
Now we play games with high school boys and with other Waseda teams. 


Baseball is the first group game we ever have played in Japan. We had formerly 


jiu jitsu, fencing, and archery, but no outdoor sport in which teams could péay against 


each other. That is the great advantage of baseballi—that many can play it at once. 

We like the game because it is new, so different from our other sports. It is a 
most exciting game. 

We find that the most difficult thing to learn in baseball is the batting. That is 
hard—to hit the ball and so hit it that one can run to first base before the ball thrown 
by the hand of the fielder reaches that place. We have not had as much practice in 
patting as we have needed. In Japan most of our games are with too young players, 
who do not make it difficult enough for us to beat them. We should have more expe- 
rience. 

Already we have learned much in the United States. We hope to learn more. We 
all desire to see the Cubs baseball players, who ere known to us by hearing about 
them. .

“ He found that no American boy displayed 
more enthusiasm for basebal) than did our 
etudenta. They are l}, ative, and mus- 
cular. They took to baseball asa duck takes 
to water. They soon became expert. When 
Coach Merrifield left us we sécured the sery- 
ices of Alfred Place, another old Chicago 
man. 

" We have been playing baseball only eigm 
or ten years. We have much to learn from you 
about it. One of the first toys an American 
boy has is a ball of some sort. Our children 
now play the game on the corner lots and our 
rising generation will develop some players 
which I hope may be able to defeat your boys 
now @nd then." 

Nine Goes Through Practice. 

The Waseda players arrived at Marshall 
field about 3 o'clock. They changed their 
semi-military uniforms for regulation Amer- 
jean baseballtogs. With three pitchers going 
they got in an hour of work with the bat, 
besides facing a battery of cameras.
